NEW HUNTING LAWS. 


The last session of the Legisla- 
ture passed severa) laws on which 
there may be’some question in the 
minds of the hunter and the fol- 
lowing is intended to clear up-

The. bow must be unstrung at 
all times when. it is transported in 
a-vehicle propelled by mechanical 
means or in a’ saif boat; also the 
bow must be securely fastened in 
a case or placed in the trunk of 
said vehicle. 

For the gun hunter: 

All firearms while being trans- 
ported in a motor vehicle propell- 
ed by mechanical means or in a 
sail boat must be broken down, 
or securely fastened in a case, or 
earried in the trunk of such ve- 
hicle. 

This law covers all times of the 
year and not just during the hunt 
ing seasons. In other words when- 
ever a. bow or a firearm is being 
transported in a vehicle propell- 
ed by mechanical means or in a 
sail boat the above regulations 
must be complied with. 

The new law pertaining to back 
tags is very clear but should be 
mentioned along- with other new 
regulations. The back tag must be 
displayed on an outer. garment, in 
the middle of the back in a plain 
and legible manner, whenever a 
person is in possession of a fire- 
arm or bow, when such person is 
afield. The only exception to this 
is 1f the person is attending a-rec- 
ognized meet, at a- recognized 
ranges 

There may be some question on 
the part of the duck hunter con- 
cerning the new regulation’ gov- 
erning the firearm. : 

When the boat rests at an 
chor, is drawn into a blind, or 
pulled up on shore it-is not nec- 
essary to remove the motor from 
the boat as in the past. The hun- 


-|tez may use his motor to set out 


and pick up dettoys. He may alse 
use the motor to pick up dead 
ducks. This' in no way may be 
construed to mean that he may 
use the motor ~to -run- down 
cripples.

The home I* want to tell you 
about this time is that of Mr.,and 
Mrs. John Knight, located in’ the 
Grayling Game Club_ grounds. 
The Knights go in for a flower 
I’m very fond of, and one which 
provides a full season of bloom 
with the least possible care—the 
petunia. What you see first of all 
igs a real old-fashioned buggy in 
the Knight’s front yard, to the left 
of the house. The seats and back 
ledge are planted with tiers of 
Red Satin single-bloom petunias, 
and these make a real show piece 
in their white-painted, black 
trimmed carrier. As the name 
implies, the planting is a blaze of 
solid red. In five different white 
stone-circled plots, there are beds 
of deep pink petunias at the right 
of the driveway and set at the 
‘foot of the lawn which slopes up- 
ward to the house. Another square 


bed of petunias lies at the left of }d 


the house door as you face it. 
These are the color of American 
Beauty roses. Among them are 
set plants of snow-on-the moun- 
tain, whose pale green and white- 
streaked leaves set off the deep 
color of the petunias.
